Suspect nameless days 
after Afghanistan massacre

OLYMPIA, Wash. — The U.S. serviceman sus¬ 
pected in the massacre of more than a dozen Mghan 
civilians is a 38-year-old father of two who served 
three tours in Iraq and is based in Washington state. 
Still, days after the slayings, the military has kept 
under wraps one of the most salient details — his 
name. 

Military officials said it was military policy not to 
release the name until charges are filed. But

The Christian County Land 
Bank Authority, which acquires 
vacant and dilapidated properties 
and converts them to tax-produc¬ 
ing status, has taken on more than 
30 properties since its inception in 
December 2007. 

In light of the economic reces¬ 
sion, it has only sold five proper¬ 
ties to developers, leaving 27 on its 
for-sale list. In the meantime, Hop¬ 
kinsville has to pay the cost of 
mowing these properties rou¬ 
tinely, which amounts to more 
than local officials would like, said 
Steve Bourne, director of Com¬ 
munity and Development Serv¬ 
ices. 

However, the agency offers a 
service that’s fundamentally help¬ 
ful, Bourne said. CDS officials 
simply face a challenge right now 
of making the demand for local 
properties match the supply. This 
means offering the right financial 
incentives to entice developers.

of the iand bank authority's property list. 
Bourne said. 

CDS has started many new 
grant programs in the last several 
years. As they take hold, the land 
bank could become more and 
more useful. Bourne said. 

The Land Bank Authority board 
is trying to acquire properties in 
blocks that it could sell to develop¬ 
ers all at once, said Brandon Gar¬ 
nett, the board chairman. This 
way developers might huild multi¬ 
lot apartment complexes. 

The land bank has four proper¬ 
ties on Rozelle Avenue and three 
on Moores Drive, and most of its 
other properties are in pairs on 
the same streets. 

The Land Bank Authority con¬ 
sists of representatives from the 
four major taxing districts in 
Christian County: Garnett for the 
county government. Mayor Dan 
Kemp for Hopkinsville, insurance 


agent Wynn Radford for the state 
and Kenneth Anderson for the 
school district. 

Anyone who has an unwanted 
property can donate it to the land 
bank. If the owner owes back 
taxes or has liens from weeds and 
trash, land hank officials wipe the 
slate clean. No other agency has 
this power. 

Many people who donate prop¬ 
erty inherited it from a deceased 
relative, Garnett said. Banks also 
donate properties on which 
they’ve foreclosed. Bourne said. 

V^en the board accepts a new 
property, it typically has the lot 
bulldozed, Garnett said. It adver¬ 
tises the land sale in the New Era. 
Potential buyers submit bids, in¬ 
cluding descriptions of what they 
intend to build and their time¬ 
lines. With each bid, the board 
considers the way the new con¬ 
struction would affect the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

The board tries to break even on

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GOP fight for delegates 
stretches to Puerto Rico 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
An upbeat Rick Santorum 
barreled into Puerto Rico 
on Wednesday in pursuit 
of another campaign-bend¬ 
ing victory in a Republican 
presidential race where 
suddenly no primary is too 
minor and no delegate is 
conceded. Mitt Romney put 
nearly $1 million into tele¬ 
vision advertising in Illi¬ 
nois, the next hig-state 
showdown. 

“If we keep winning 
races, eventually people 
are going to figure out that 
Gov. Romney is not going to 
be the nominee,” said San¬ 
torum, eager to huild on 
Tuesday’s unexpected vic¬ 
tories in Alabama and Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

Romney in turn dis¬ 
missed Santorum as a 
“lightweight” as far as the 
economy is concerned. 

He also rebutted sugges¬ 
tions that he can’t appe^ to 
core conservatives. “You 
don’t win a million more 
votes than anyone else in 
this race by just appealing 
to high-income Ameri¬ 
cans,” he said on Fox News. 


“Some who are very con¬ 
servative may not he in my 
camp, but they will he 
when I become the nomi¬ 
nee, when I face Barack 
Obama.” 

Romney travels to Puerto 
Rico on Friday, after two 
days in New York fundrais¬ 
ing. 

But in a reflection of the 
importance of next week’s 
Illinois primary, aides an¬ 
nounced he would make a 
previously unscheduled 
campaign stop in the 
Chicago area en route to 
San Juan. 

Newt Gingrich, despite 
losing twice in the South, a 
region he hoped to own in 
the race, showed no sign of 
abandoning his fading 
campaign. 

That presumably suited 
Romney fine. But not so 
much Santorum, eager for 
a race in which he is the 
sole challenger on the right 
for Romney, the former 
Massachusetts governor. 

The events of the previ¬ 
ous 24 hours neatly sum¬ 
marized the most 
turbulent Republican pres¬ 


idential campaign in a gen¬ 
eration. 

Santorum’s primary vic¬ 
tories in Mississippi and 
Alabama were the product 
of a wellspring of conser¬ 
vative support that over¬ 
came Romney’s 

overwhelming organiza¬ 
tional and financial advan¬ 
tages in the race to pick a 
November opponent for 
Democrat Obama. 

Yet despite his twin de¬ 
feats in the South, Romney 
remains the faraway leader 
in the delegate chase. In¬ 
complete returns showed 
him actually adding one or 
two to his advantage be¬ 
cause of overnight caucus 
victories in Hawaii and 
American Samoa. 

That division — head- 
line-grabbing primary 
victories versus routine 
accumulation of dele¬ 
gates — emerged as an in¬ 
creasingly significant 
point of contention as 
Romney, Santorum and 
Gingrich selected facts 
and spun theories de¬ 
signed to put their own 
hopes in the best light. 


Obama: US, UK devoted 
to mission in Afghanistan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Leaders of the United 
States and Britain outlined 
plans Wednesday to shift 
the NATO war effort in 
Afghanistan toward a 
back-seat advisory role 
while Afghan forces in¬ 
creasingly take the lead, 
but stressed that the two 
nations remain committed 
to the mission there. 

President Barack Obama 
gave his fullest endorse¬ 
ment yet for the mission 
shift, but he said the over¬ 
all plan to gradually with¬ 
draw forces and hand over 
security in Afghanistan 
will stand. 

Obama said he antici¬ 
pates no “sudden, immedi¬ 
ate changes to the plan we 
already have,” for bringing 
forces home. 


The United States and 
Britain have the largest 
fighting forces in 
Afghanistan, where the 
combat is in its 11th year. 
The US., Britain and other 
NATO nations have al¬ 
ready agreed to keep forces 
in the country through 
2014, when Afghan Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai will 
leave office. 

“At the upcoming NATO 
summit in my hometown 
of Chicago, we’ll deter¬ 
mine the next phase of 
transition,” Obama said 
following a private meet¬ 
ing at the White House 
with visiting British 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron. “This includes 
shifting to a support role 
next year in 2013 in ad¬ 
vance of Afghans taking 


full responsibility for secu¬ 
rity in 2014. We’re going to 
complete this mission and 
we’re going to do it respon¬ 
sibly” 

Obama acknowledged 
the drop in public support 
at home for the war. “Peo¬ 
ple get weary,” after long 
wars, the president said, 
but he also said he thinks 
most people in both the 
US. and Britain under¬ 
stand the reasons for con¬ 
tinuing the fight. 

Cameron, who joined 
Obama for a joint Rose 
Garden news conference, 
said security is better in 
Afghanistan and he 
praised the U.S. strategy 
to add more than 30,000 
forces in a “surge” 
against the Taliban-led 
militants in 2009.

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Senate panel backs redistricting rules change

FRANKFORT, Ky — A Senate commit¬ 
tee has unanimously approved a bill that 
calls for a constitutional amendment to 
allow lawmakers to divide more counties 
in redistricting. 

The bill by Senate Majority Leader 
Robert Stivers, R-Manchester, would apply 
to redistricting following the 2020 census 
if it passes the legislature and voters ap¬ 
prove it at the polls. The Senate State and 
Local Government Committee on Wednes¬ 
day passed the measure by a 9-0 vote. 

Limits on the number of counties per¬ 
mitted to be divided complicated redis¬ 
tricting this year. In February, the 
Kentucky Supreme Court ruled that leg¬ 
islative candidates would have to run in 
their old districts in November because 
newly redrawn districts were unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

Redistricting occurs every 10 years to ac¬ 
count for population changes. Between 


2000 and 2010, Kentucky’s population grew 
from 4 million to 4.3 million, requiring 
new legislative and congressional district 
boundaries. 

Federal law requires that districts be 
nearly equal in population, with a varia¬ 
tion of no more than 5 percent. But legis¬ 
lators say it’s hard to comply with that 
requirement and a state constitution pro¬ 
vision that redistricting divide as few 
counties as possible. 

“We cannot, at this point in time, abide 
by or conform to Section 233 (of the Ken¬ 
tucky Constitution),’’ Stivers said. 

Stivers’ bill would allow legislators to di¬ 
vide any county when “reasonably neces¬ 
sary” to achieve the equality requirement, 
provided that a county first be given as 
many districts that are entirely contained 
within the county as it has the population 
to handle before adding parts of contigu¬ 
ous counties. The number of divisions 
within any county must be kept to a min¬ 
imum. 

He gave as an example Jefferson County, 


which has a population of about 700,000. 
Because Senate districts consist of about 
114,000 people, he said, the county would 
have to have at least six whoUy contained 
Senate districts before parts of any other 
counties could be added to make a district. 
In a less densely populated county such as 
Laurel County, legislators “could not cut 
it up five ways,” he said. 

Stivers noted that a legislative map pro¬ 
posed by Senate Minority Leader R.J. 
Palmer, D-Winchester this year would 
have divided Ohio County “Under this 
scenario, that plan would have been con¬ 
stitutional,” he said. 

Stivers’ bill also would require legisla¬ 
tors to remain in session without pay if 
they don’t finish redistricting by April 15, 
when the session ends, according to the 
state constitution. 

Sen. Gerald Neal, D-LouisviUe, voted for 
the measure, but said a more comprehen¬ 
sive approach is needed. 

“The problem I have with your legisla¬ 
tion is that it doesn’t go far enough,” he 


said. “It seems to me that what we reaUy 
need is to take politics out of the redis¬ 
tricting process or at least not be guided 
by that.” 

Neal suggested the creation of a non¬ 
partisan committee that would draft a leg¬ 
islative redistricting plan without regard 
to political considerations and recom¬ 
mend it to the General Assembly He said 
he has proposed legislation that he would 
like Stivers to incorporate into his biU “at 
some point.” 

Also during Wednesday’s committee 
meeting, members voted 6-2 in favor of a 
proposal that would give the legislature 
the authority to review and either approve 
or disapprove administrative regulations. 

Neal spoke against that measure, de¬ 
scribing it as an infringement on the doc¬ 
trine of the separation of powers. But Sen. 
Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown, said it was 
needed to ensure that the executive 
branch follow the intent of the legislature, 
which makes the laws.

Child death review 
panel bill clears House

FRANKFORT, Ky. — A measure 
to create an external panel to re¬ 
view child abuse cases involving fa¬ 
talities or serious injuries that 
almost result in fatalities was ap¬ 
proved Tuesday by the Kentucky 
House of Representatives. 

The bill sponsored by Democratic 
Rep. Susan Westrom of Lexington 
passed the chamber by a vote of 96- 
0 . 

The 13-member state panel of ex¬ 
perts would review how child abuse 
cases were handled by the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Services.

“They will come up 
with their conclusions 
of what happened, how 
the death could have 
been avoided, what pro¬ 
tocols did not take 
place, what protocols 
need to be put in policy 
for various staff for 
inter-agencies. It’s re¬ 
ally a fact-finding so 
that we can improve the 
outcomes or prevent 
deaths or near deaths,” 
Westrom said. 

A child fatality review 
team would be created 
to refer information to 
the panel. 

Membership of the 
panel would include 
members with specific 
professional back¬ 
grounds, including a pe¬ 
diatrician, a family 
court judge, a court-ap¬ 
pointed special advo¬ 
cate, a prosecutor and a 
coroner, and others. 

The bill also would 
create an Independent 


Office of Investigation 
for Child Protective 
Services that would in¬ 
vestigate and make rec¬ 
ommendations for 
improvements. 

Both the panel and 
the office would have 
the power to subpoena 
records. 

The biU would expand 
the list of household 
members about which 
reports of abuse or neg¬ 
lect are initially re¬ 
ported to the cabinet 
without immediately 
notifying law enforce¬ 
ment. That was an issue 
in the highly publicized 
case of Amy Dye, a 9- 
year-old Todd County 
girl who was beaten to 
death by her adopted 
brother in February 
2011. 

The girl was not 
counted among the 18 
child abuse deaths that 
year because she was 
not killed by a custodial 
parent, the cabinet ex¬ 
plained.

Mark Luttrull, who was honored 
this week as the 2012 Christian 
County Farmer of the Year, makes his 
living on corn, cattle, wheat, soybeans 
and dark tobacco. 

His farm operation based in the 
Barker’s Mill community is typical for 
this county — with one exception. 
Luttrull planted a field of sweet pota¬ 
toes last year that produced about 

acre. Although OUR OPINION, 

that two-acre ex¬ 
perimental crop had little to do with 
his financial standing, it says a lot 
about the entrepreneurial spirit of 
farmers. 

“1 am looking for something to com¬ 
pete with tobacco,” Luttrull, 32, said. 

A lifelong farmer, Luttrull says 
sweet potatoes are pretty easy to grow 
and require little labor in between the 
May planting and the September har¬ 
vest. Sweet potatoes have a long shelf 
life, about 13 months, so a grower 
could time the sale for the highest 
market price. 

The one significant wrinkle in sweet 
potato production is the need for a 
large building to cure the potatoes and 
to control humidity and temperature. 
That’s the part Luttrull is still consid¬ 
ering. He hasn’t determined how to 
make it work on a large scale that 
could replace his tobacco crop. But he 
also hasn’t abandoned the idea. This 
spring, he’s going to plant another 
small field of sweet potatoes. 

That’s the entrepreneurial spirit we 
have to appreciate. Farmers juggle a 
great deal of risk and money to keep 
their businesses afloat. 

At the annual Salute to Agriculture, 
the Chamber of Commerce high¬ 
lighted the county’s standing in Ken¬ 
tucky. Christian County is the No. 1 
producer of winter wheat and ranks 
second among the state’s 120 counties 
in corn production. The county is sev¬ 
enth in soybean production. In 2011, 
Christian County had $110 million in 
crop receipts and $29 million in live¬ 
stock receipts. There are approxi¬ 
mately 1,200 farms in the county 
covering 346,000 acres. 

Farming is an integral part of this 
county’s economy, and we shouldn’t 
ever overlook the impact on our com¬ 
munity. Farmers like Mark Luttrull, 
who assume the risks of agriculture 
and look for new markets, are among 
our best entrepreneurs.

Kiss my grits, 
Mr. Romney 


H aving lived in South Carolina for most 
of the past 25 years. I’ve often averred 
that the state Chamber of Commerce 
keeps a stable of “rednecks” to release 
when the national media come to town. 

You know the ones — the folks who drive 
trucks, hunt deer (and even varmints if 
they’re in the mood for a little chicken 
fried squirrel) and, yes, put cheese in their 
grits. The latter is hardly a redneck pur¬ 
suit these days. Grits have become the side 
dish du jour in swanky restaurants. 

Mainly the locals captured on camera 
are often unsophisticated, probably under- 
educated, and unaccustomed to editing 
their thoughts for public consumption. 

The accent common to many folks in the 
region — or as outsiders prefer, “them thar 
parts”—long ago has been identified by 
the motion picture industry as belonging 
to less-intelligent humans. Rare exceptions 
—the brilliant country lawyer who merely 
pretends to be dumber’n a box of rocks — 
prove the rule. 

Thus, when members of the national 
media come to town every four years, they’re 
on the lookout for the stereotype they’ve 
memorized from afar. 2 \nd, in a quirky ges¬ 
ture of reverse public relations, fre Clim¬ 
ber obliges. Or so I’ve always figured, given 
that I know few people who actually t^ that 
way It isn’t inconceivable that these charac¬ 
ters play up their role just a bit for the cam¬ 
eras. What else would one expect, anyway 
when the candidates the ms elves fall into a 
weird sort of “Southern Tourette’s,” dehver- 
ing inanities apparently gleaned from the 
visitor’s ^de to “redneck” tropes?

Actually yes, he might. Forever tattooed 
in the memory is the image of Romney ap¬ 
proaching an Mrican-American baby at a 
2008 Martin Luther King Jr. Day parade. 
Pointing to the baby’s necklace, he said: 
“Whaf s happening? You got some bling- 
bling here!” 

Yo. 

Which means “I” in Spanish, so why not 
go there, too? “Buenos dias, amigos. Love 
me some tacos and salsies.” 

Romney isn’t the only guilty party just 
the most recent. Even Barack Obama loses 
his last syllable south of the Mason-Dixon. 
For Romney however, the more he tries to 
get down with the people, the more he 
highlights the perception that he can’t. 
Why try? Why not be yourself? How many 
times do I have to say this? 

Southerners, some of whom have actually 
ventured beyond their state’s borders, un¬ 
derstand that biscuits and grits are local 
fare and that northern politicians probably 
haven’t enjoyed much of that. They under¬ 
stand that a city boy probably hasn’t had 
much experience in deer stands and duck 
blinds. They get that you have a different 
elocution, so why try to imitate theirs? 
Would Romney spe^ Engl^h with a Latino 
accent to win over a crowd in Little Havana? 

No, because that would be racist—or 
something. Which raises the question: Why 
is it perfectly acceptable to mock white 
Soutiierners? If it’s because you think 
they’re ignorant, then when did it become 
OK to mock the less lucky? Or to ask only 
residents of the Deep South questions you 
don’t ask people in other regions? 

Bias isn’t only found in answers, but in 
questions, as illustrated by a recent poU by 
the Democratic-affiliated Public Policy 
Polling group out of North Carolina. Peo¬ 
ple in Mabama and Mississippi were 
asked about evolution, interracial mar¬ 
riage, and whether President Obama is a 
Muslim. More than half of Mississippians 
apparently believe Obama is a Muslim, 
and 45 percent of Mabamans do. 

These headline-producing findings are 
interesting and a little disturbing, but are 
they unique to the South? As Michelle Cot¬ 
tle points out at The Daily Beast, PPP 
didn’t ask these questions in other states. 

The US. region that was invaded and 
conquered doesn’t have much use for con¬ 
descending outsiders, but most have warm 
hearts and will laugh at your corny jokes. 
And they’ll take your poll, though they 
may or may not answer honestly depend¬ 
ing on whether they’ve had their biscuits 
and cheesy grits that day 
Which is to say: There are lots of ways to 
be smart and lots of ways to be dumb, and 
it would appear that the South does not 
have a monopoly on the latter category

The city 
hired an attorney from Lexington, Long 
said. 

However, a biU state Rep. John Tilley, D- 
HopkinsviUe, introduced could render the 
lawsuit moot. Long said. Tilley’s bill 
passed the House 97-0 on Tuesday 

Tilley’s bill would immediately outlaw 
the products The ToyBox sells, which 
Long and Anderson insist are not drugs. 

Additionally the bill would let the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Drug Control Policy rec¬ 
ommend new substances that should be 
banned. This way, as manufacturers de¬ 
sign new products with different chemical 
structures, the drug policy office could ask 
the Cabinet for Health and Family Serv¬ 
ices to add them to the list. The cabinet 
would have a response deadline each time. 

This way the legislature wouldn’t have 
to revisit the issue every year, Tilley said. 

Tilley’s biU targets stores that sell these 
products. Retailers who continue to seU 
them could lose their liquor licenses and 
be fined twice the amount of the profit 
they made from the products. 

“They shouldn’t keep their ill-gotten 
gains,” Tilley said. 

If the bill becomes law, the Oak Grove 
ordinance wiU become a dead issue. Long 
said. 

In a phone interview Wednesday, Ander¬ 
son became audibly agitated when re¬ 


minded of TUley’s biU. Anderson said no 
study has ever shown whether the sub¬ 
stances he seUs are harmful. 

“AU the government’s trying to do is 
keep people oppressed,” he said. “It does¬ 
n’t make any sense why they want to take 
away our constitutional rights.” 

He added that many studies have shown 
alcohol is “far worse for you than crack co¬ 
caine and meth.” He wishes more citizens 
would fight legislation like this. 

Tilley countered that the substances his 
biU targets don’t qualify as “recreational 
drugs.” 

“These are chemically engineered poi¬ 
sons,” Tilley said. “These are killing peo¬ 
ple.” 

Oak Grove Police Chief Les Langdon 
said Tilley’s bill basically accomplishes 
the intended purpose of the Oak Grove or¬ 
dinance. The city only passed its ordi¬ 
nance because police wanted the 
authority to pull the products off the 
shelves immediately 

“We know how the state works,” Lang¬ 
don said. “It’s a slow process.” 

Judge Self blocked the ordinance hours 
after it took effect. Now Langdon esti¬ 
mates four stores in Oak Grove are selling 
the products, and he said they cause prob¬ 
lems for police almost every day 

The bill is now headed to the Senate. 
Tilley believes the judiciary committee 
will consider it next week, and he has rea¬ 
son to think it will find significant support 
in the Senate.

every sale. This usually means a price of 
$1,000 to $5,000, just enough to cover attor¬ 
ney fees and other costs, Garnett said. 

So far it has sold properties to Habitat 
for Humanity, the Hopkinsville Housing 
Authority, the Local Development Corpo¬ 
ration and two private developers, Garnett 
said. 

CDS will soon apply for state funds to 
build four new homes in Hopkinsville’s 
inner city, seU them and use the profits to 
buy more inner-city homes. It will likely 
buy the necessary land from the land 


bank. Bourne said. This is one of numer¬ 
ous development programs CDS has in the 
works. 

Water and electricity providers in Hop¬ 
kinsville also have incentives for develop¬ 
ers, Bourne said. 

“We’re early on in the process of trying 
to get these various components out there 
and in place,” Bourne said. 

If they can hook developers’ interest, the 
land bank will play an important role in 
the process.

military experts said this 
case seems unusual. 

“This is unprecedented 
in my experience,” said Eu¬ 
gene Fidell, who teaches 
military law at Yale Uni¬ 
versity “It’s very strange.” 

Fidell speculated that the 
military was focused on en¬ 
suring the safety of the sol¬ 
dier’s family 

Information has also 
been limited inside the mil¬ 
itary Jill Barber, a wife of 
a staff sergeant in the 
same battalion as the sus¬ 
pect, said she learned of 
the Sunday shooting only 
from news coverage. She 
said her husband wasn’t al¬ 
lowed to call her for more 
than a day after the shoot¬ 
ing and that soldiers can 
get in trouble for talking 
about it. 

“They shut everything 
down over there,” Barber, 
of Yelm, about 60 miles 
south of Seattle, said Mon¬ 
day “I didn’t even find out 
about it from him. They’re 
not allowed to say any¬ 
thing.” 

It’s typical for the mili¬ 
tary to put stringent con¬ 
trols on communication in 
the aftermath of deaths or 
injuries, including the 
shutdown of Internet and 
telephone access on a com¬ 
bat zone base, often for 24 
hours. If a soldier is 
wounded but his injuries 
are not life threatening, 
military officials wiU aUow 
him or her to call next of 
kin on a sateUite phone, 
but they are instructed not 
to mention others having 
been hurt or killed — and 
an officer or an NCO 
stands at the bedside to 
make sure that rule is fol¬ 
lowed. 

Jeffrey Addicott, who 
previously served as the 
senior legal adviser to the 
US. Army’s Special Forces, 
said the military has in¬ 


creasingly used the shut¬ 
down of communications 
to control information. He 
said soldiers who are 
aware of the identity of the 
suspect likely have orders 
from superiors not to speak 
about it and have probably 
had their electronic de¬ 
vices confiscated so noth¬ 
ing leaks out. 

Addicott said he can’t 
think of any other case 
where a name has been 
held back for this long, but 
he thinks it may be neces¬ 
sary in this case to help 
contain any backlash. He 
fears that extremists may 
try to seek revenge for the 
killings, perhaps by target¬ 
ing the soldier’s family 

“I think it’s probably a 
good thing that we don’t 
have to release his name,” 
Addicott said. 

In this instance, military 
officials haven’t even offi¬ 
cially confirmed that the 
soldier was based at Joint 
Base Lewis-McChord near 
Seattle. That information 
came from sources that 
spoke to The Associated 
Press and other media or¬ 
ganizations and spoke only 
on condition of anonymity 
Base spokesman Joe Piek 
referred any questions to 
military leaders in 
Afghanistan. 

The suspect was flown 
out of Afghanistan on 
Wednesday evening to 
what officials describe as a 
pretrial confinement facil¬ 
ity MUitary leaders haven’t 
publicly discussed details 
about the suspect, though 
officials have anonymously 
described him as a 38-year- 
old father of two who has 
been in the military for 11 
years. He’s served three 
tours in Iraq and began his 
first deployment to 
Afghanistan in December. 

The soldier is with the 
3rd Stryker Brigade Com¬ 
bat Team, 2nd Infantry Di¬ 
vision. He was attached to 


Camp Belambai, home to a 
village stability force that 
pairs special operations 
troops with villagers to 
help provide neighborhood 
security 

The suspect attacked two 
small villages close to his 
base in southern Kandahar 
province. An Afghan offi¬ 
cial said he was shown a 
surveillance video of the 
soldier returning to his 
base, laying down his 
weapon and raising his 
arms in surrender. 

There have been other 
circumstances where mili¬ 
tary officials have taken 
their time in releasing in¬ 
formation about soldier 
suspects, such as in the de¬ 
liberate thriU killings of 
three Mghan civilians dur¬ 
ing patrols by another 
Lewis-McChord based unit 
in 2010. 

Just after the last of 
those killings, in May of 
that year, a whistleblower 
told Army investigators 
about the unjustified 
killings. The officers 
quickly identified which 
killings the whistleblower 
was talking about, and 
within days they had ar¬ 
rested a dozen soldiers — 
five for potential involve¬ 
ment in the deaths, and the 
rest for a series of other 
misdeeds, including taking 
body parts from the dead 
and drug use. 

Vague word of the ar¬ 
rests leaked out about two 
weeks later. The Army re¬ 
leased the name of one of 
the central figures in the 
case, Jeremy Morlock, in 
early June after he had 
been charged with murder. 
It did not release the other 
names and charges until 
mid-June. 

While that case was 
largely unknown until the 
military released informa¬ 
tion, this week’s case was 
immediately known across 
the globe. 


ELIZABETHTOWN, Ky (AP) — A new 
memorial at Eort Knox will honor sol¬ 
diers with the Duke Brigade. 

The memorial has seven tablets — one 
that represents the 3/1 as a brigade and 
six others representing battalions within 
the brigade. It includes the names of aU 
soldiers killed in the line of duty since 
the war on terror began in 2001. The 
names are etched on the tablet of the bat¬ 
talion in which they served. 

That includes Sgt. Kristopher J. Gould, 
who died in combat last year while serv¬ 
ing with the 2-2 Infantry Battalion with 
the 3rd Brigade Combat Team, 1st In¬ 
fantry Division. 

His parents, Jim and Ann Gould, at¬ 
tended the recent unveiling of the me¬ 
morial and told The News Enterprise 
that while they are still mourning the 
loss of their son, they are pleased that he 
is being honored and his sacrifice wiU be 
remembered. 

“That’s what makes it special that he’s 
here and his name is honored in several 
places,” Jim Gould said. 

Terry Shipp, who owns Preferred Me¬ 
morials in Elizabethtown, offered to help 


with the project that began after officials 
saw a memorial dedicated to the 1st Cav¬ 
alry Division at Eort Hood in Texas. 

The Duke Association formed to get the 
project started and raise money for it. 
But Shipp said the group faced chal¬ 
lenges along the way including that the 
brigade was deployed in Afghanistan 
when the memorial was being designed. 
He says technology such as Skype be¬ 
came crucial during planning. 

Shipp grew attached to the project be¬ 
cause it held so much significance. 

“Those (names) will be remembered 
for aU eternity because this will stand the 
test of time,” he said. 

Fort Knox officials say most of the con¬ 
struction was paid for by donations from 
veterans, the community and local or¬ 
ganizations. 

Soldiers including Staff Sgt. Colin 
McMahon and Staff Sgt. Kenneth Shan¬ 
non, who were friends of Kristopher 
Gould, said they now have a place to re¬ 
flect on the lives of fallen soldiers and see 
their names. 

“It means the world to all of us,” 
McMahon said. 


PARKS: Project to promote energy efficiency

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Parks is financing 
the project through a 
guaranteed savings agree¬ 
ment with Ameresco; the 
company gave estimates 
on how much the state 
wiU save on utility costs 
by installing new equip¬ 
ment. The state then took 
out a $10 million savings 
bond to pay for the project. 

Kentucky Parks Com¬ 
missioner Elaine Walker 
said the amount saved on 
utility costs should cover 
the savings bond. If the 
savings are not achieved, 
Ameresco must reim¬ 
burse the state. 

“What they are project¬ 
ing is a 23 percent sav¬ 
ings,” Walker said. “We 
believe they have been 
conservative because they 
are guaranteeing the sav¬ 
ings. We could see greater 
savings than what they 
are projecting.” 

The project has been in 
the works the past 18 
months. Walker said. It is 


part of a larger effort en¬ 
couraging energy effi¬ 
ciency among state 
agencies. Mike Swatzyna, 
director of facilities man¬ 
agement for the parks de¬ 
partment, said most state 
agencies and universities 
already have projects in 
the works to reduce their 
energy costs. 

“We are late to the game, 
but we are glad they are 
doing it,” Swatzyna said. 

A major aim of the proj¬ 
ect, Walker said, is to 
make the parks more en¬ 
vironmentally friendly. 
She said the equipment 
replacements will signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the parks’ 
energy emissions, equat¬ 
ing the reductions with re¬ 
moving 1,400 cars from the 
roadways each year. 

John Rittenhouse, man¬ 
ager of Kenlake State Re¬ 
sort Park, said the 
changes will mean better 
accommodations for 
guests. With the new heat¬ 
ing and cooling units 
being installed, each room 
wiU now have a thermo¬ 


stat where guests can con¬ 
trol the temperature, 
something the park lacked 
previously 

In the past, Rittenhouse 
has had to allocate money 
for the maintenance of 
outdated equipment. With 
the updates, he expects to 
save on those costs. 

Some of the equipment 
being removed. Walker 
said, will be installed in 
other facilities. Unusable 
equipment wiU be 
scrapped, with scrap 
money going toward more 
tools and equipment for 
the parks, she said. 

The updates are under 
way at nine parks. Walker 
said they want to test out 
the project to observe the 
company’s efficiency 
Ameresco has 17 months 
to complete the project. 

“If (the project) is work¬ 
ing, I don’t see any reason 
why we wouldn’t move 
forward with the other 
eight (parks),” she said.

Saturday Scliolars was en¬ 
joyed greatly by those tak¬ 
ing part in the first-year 
program, encouraging ad¬ 
ministrators to bring it back 
next year.

ing.” 

Pickerfil said those who 
did not feel the program was 
very challenging had stu¬ 
dents who were not able to 
get into their first choice of 
classes. She added that 92 
percent of the parents rated 
the program very good or 
excellent. 

The program was de¬ 
signed to present challeng¬ 
ing courses to meet the 
needs of high-achieving or 
gifted students. There were 
also meetings with parents 
during two of the three 
weeks in which an average 
of 25 parents attended. Pick- 
eriU said that many of the 
parents who attended those 
sessions were from Fort 
Campbell and south Chris¬ 
tian County 

“A couple of parents came 
up to me and said, T’m not 
from this area. Thank you 
so much for having these op¬ 
portunities for my child,’” 


she said. “For those parents 
that could not attend, we put 
aU of our PowerPoints up 
on our website.”

PickeriU and Tracey 
Leath, the enrichment spe¬ 
cialist for Christian County 
middle and high school stu¬ 
dents, taught tile first of the 
parent sessions, providing 
information about how the 
program for gifted and tal¬ 
ented students works in 
Christian County Public 
Schools. They also taught 
the parents how to read test 
reports and how to under¬ 
stand the assessment 
process. 

A number of organiza¬ 
tions spoke to the parents 
about their upcoming sum¬ 
mer programs, including 
Camp Curry the Penny¬ 
royal 2^ea Museum, Jeffers 
Bend, the HopkinsviUe-

others. 

“We had a very wide vari¬ 
ety (of summer programs 
represented),” Pickertil 
said. “One mom said, T can 
send my child somewhere 
every week of the summer!’ 
Truly, there are things to do 
each of the weeks of the 
summer locally that a lot of 
parents don’t realize are 
available.” 

PickeriU said that the at¬ 
tendance and positive feed¬ 
back from the Saturday 
Scholars program encour¬ 
aged the school system to 
continue it next year. 

“We had a reaUy big de¬ 
mand for classes for 
younger students, so we 
would like to expand those 
opportunities,” she said. “I 
feel like, in the future, we 
wiU try to have a heavier 
load of courses for younger 
students. They seemed re- 
aUy excited. We wiU con¬ 
tinue to offer the parent 
activities.”

Big Blue faithful are expected out in full force 
when the Wildcats (32-2) begin their quest for an 
eighth national title against the Hilltoppers (16- 
18) today just 75 miles away from home. 

“What game? Is there a game?” Kentucky 
coach John Calipari joked Wednesday after he 
and his players answered 15 questions ranging 
from the coach’s name surfacing in NBA circles 
to the fashion statement the ‘Cats were making 
with snapback hats. 

It’s easy to forget the Hilltoppers. 

They struggled so much this season that when 
they held a promotion for $1 tickets only about 
2,000 fans showed up. Nearly four times as many 
Wildcats’ fans watched Kentucky practice 
Wednesday at the KFC Yum! Center. 

“It’s going to be a crazy environment,” West¬ 
ern Kentucky guard Jamal Crook said. “They 
pack their fans in the arena everywhere they go. 
So you know it’s going to be crazy” 

Western Kentucky was a longshot to even be here 
and is a 25-point underdog. But the Hilltoppers have 
won seven straight games, coming irom behind 
each time, culminating with Tuesday’s record rally 

With President Barack Obama in attendance. 
Western Kentucky overcame an NCAA-record 
16-point deficit with less than 5 minutes to go in 
a 59-58 victory over Mississippi Valley State to 
become the sixth team to win a game in the 
tournament with a losing record.

PORTLAND, Ore. — Louisville has taken a 
crooked path to the NCAA tournament. Once 
ranked as high as No. 4, the injury-addled Car¬ 
dinals fell out of the rankings by losing five 
games in a stretch of seven. Then they limped 
into the Big East tournament with losses in 
three of their final games. 

But the Cardinals tore through the Big East tour¬ 
nament, beating Seton Had, Marquette, Notre 
Dame and, finally Cincinnati in the 
conference championship game. 

Now healthy and on a rod, the 
fourth-seeded Cardinals (26-9) face 
Davidson (25-7) this morning to 
open their NCt^ tournament run. 

“1 think this has been a confi¬ 
dent bad club when everybody’s 
healthy,” coach Rick Pitino said. 
“1 think they lack confidence 
when they’ve been injured.” 

The setbacks, which occurred 
mostly early in the season, included three major 
knee injuries, a broken nose, a back injury and a 
concussion that slowed junior point guard Peyton 
Siva at the start of the season. Senior Kyle Kuric, 
who leads Louisville with 13.1 points per game, was 
sidelined in January with a sprained left ankle. 

The Cardinals are making their sixth straight 
appearance in the tournament. They’ve gone to 
the regional finals twice in the last four seasons.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. 
(AP)—A group of Ten¬ 
nessee Titans execu¬ 
tives have returned to 
Nashville with Peyton 
Manning for a meeting 
with the free agent on 
the team’s home turf. 

Coach Mike Mun- 
chak, general manager 
Ruston Webster and 
chief operating officer 
Mike Reinfeldt landed 
Wednesday afternoon at 
NashvOe International 
— not John C. Tune air¬ 
port as indicated on a 
flight plan—after flying 
into Raleigh-Durham 
Airport to pick up Man¬ 
ning. 

They returned to the 
team’s headquarters 
where the Titans made 
their pitch to Manning. 

Titans owner Bud 
Adams told WSMV-TV 
on Tuesday the execu¬ 
tives were going to 
spend the day with 
Manning and about 6 
1/2 hours after he ar¬ 
rived, Manning had not 
been seen leaving the 
Titans’ facility. At 8:45 
p.m., there were ap¬ 
proximately 40 fans 
still gathered along the 
fence surrounding the 
facility hoping to get a 
glimpse of Manning. 

Several team officials 
apparently met with 
Manning throughout 
the day, including Ten¬ 
nessee’s team doctor. 
Burton Elrod. He spent 
90 minutes at the team’s 
headquarters during 
Manning’s visit. 

Munchak, Webster 
and Reinfeldt had ar¬ 
rived in North Car¬ 
olina just before 12:30 
p.m. Manning arrived 
at the airport riding in 
the backseat of black 
Escalade at 12:53 p.m., 
boarded the plane and 
the group headed back 
to Tennessee. 

Manning had been 
in Raleigh-Durham 
working out several 
times at Duke recently 
Blue Devils coach 
David Cutcliffe was 
his offensive coordina¬ 
tor at the University 
of Tennessee. 

The owner has said 
he will do whatever it 
takes to sign Manning 
in his chase for a cham¬ 
pionship. He sees the 
quarterback as the 
missing piece. The 89- 
year-old Adams is stay¬ 
ing in Houston, and 
that’s why Reinfeldt 
joined Webster and 
Munchak for this trip. 

Adams promoted Re¬ 
infeldt from general 
manager in January to 
senior executive vice 
president and COO to 
act as his point man 
with the team in Ten¬ 
nessee. 

The Titans already 
have veteran Matt Has- 
selbeck with two years 
left on a deal signed last 
July, and drafted Jake 
Locker with the eighth 
pick overall in the 2011 
draft. 

The quarterback’s 
suitors include Denver, 
Arizona and Miami.

defense you really have to 
move that ball from one 
side of the court to an¬ 
other.

worth can’t help but to look to the future, beginning 
with next season. 

In 2010-11, Haworth’s first year as head coach, the 
Tigers finished 16-7, were swept by 2011 state cham¬ 
pion Christian County and lost in the first round of 
the district tournament. This season, Haworth led 
HopkinsviUe to a 32-3 record, a sweep of both its dis¬ 
trict and region opponents and its first Sweet 16 ap¬ 
pearance since 2003. 

Outside of senior center Laurence Smith and key 
senior reserves Kenyon Wheeler, C. J. Childress, Dar¬ 
ius White and Tavarus Davis, the Tigers wiU return 
their entire roster next season, including four 
starters.

CAR'S STALLING COULD BE DUE TO A FEW DIFFERENT TNINGS 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My daughter lives in Anchorage, Alaska. She is a Wisconsin trans¬ 
plant who still believes her father (me) can help with anything. I need 
your help to maintain this myth. Here is the issue with her 2001 Subaru 
Forester: The engine starts right up in the cold (she parks it outside all 
winter). But when she goes back inside and leaves it running 
to warm it up, it turns itself off. Upon her return to the 
car, within a maximum of 10 minutes, she finds that 
the engine has turned itself off but the lights and 
radio are still on. She has a brand-new battery. 

Can you help me maintain my mythic status? - 
John 


Peabody Award-winning National Public 
Radio stars Tom and Ray Magliozzi take 
the fear out of car repair and find the fun 
in engine failure each week in "Click 
and Clack Talk Cars." They took their 
nicknames from the clicketyclack sound 
made by aging autos. 


TOM: Only if it wasn't you who advised her to 
move to Alaska in the first place, John. If you sent 
her out there, she may never listen to you again. 

RAY: The car is starting fine, so there's nothing 
wrong with its cold-start operation. The problem occurs 
when the car is transitioning from cold-start to normal run 
conditions. 

TOM: That suggests that a sensor is bad, and is telling the computer 
- erroneously - that the car is warmed up before it really is. 

RAY: So here's your first mythic act, John: Ask her, "How long has the 
Check Engine light been on, sweetheart?" 

TOM: When she says, "Oh my God, Daddy, you're psychic!" then you 
can say, "And how long has that no-good boyfriend been living in that 
apartment I'm paying for?" 

RAY: If the Check Engine light is on, her next move would be to take 
it to a shop and have it scanned. A mechanic will hook a computer up 
to the car's diagnostic test port and read the stored error code. 



TOM: If I had to take a wild guess - which is all I do - I'd guess it's 
going to be a bad coolant temperature sensor. 

RAY: The coolant temp sensor, as its name implies, tells the comput¬ 
er whether the engine is warm or cold by measuring the temperature of 
the engine's coolant. If the coolant temp sensor is faulty and tells the 
computer that the car is all warmed up when it's really not, 
the computer might then reduce the amount of fuel 
going into the cylinders, which could cause a cold 
engine to stall. 

TOM: Other possibilities include a bad oxygen 
sensor, which on an older car can cause the same 
problem as a bad coolant temp sensor. Or a vacu¬ 
um leak, which is letting in too much air, which is 
the equivalent of "not enough fuel." 

RAY: It should be something like that, John. 
Suggest those as places to start, and you might come 
off looking like a genius. And if none of that works, 
you might be able to buy a few more months of this myth 
charade by angrily blaming it on us. We wish you luck, buddy.
